Concord, Feb. 28—After 
a 
ntful 


life, the Senate pass bill, approved by 
the upper branch of the Legislature 
early m the session, is dead. 
The 


House on Wednesday administered a 
close of indefinite postpbnment chlor- 
oform and fthe measure passed to that 
bourne from which no bills return. 


The .bill- absolutely prohibited leg- 


islative .passes and was passed by the 
Senate unanimously. lu the House, 
it -was severely criticised aity 
Mr. 


Wilkinson of Fremont moved .that it 
be .indefinitely postponed. 
Mr. Bak- 


er of Bow- called for the 
yeas 
and 


nays and the roll call resulted In 192 
votes jn favor of -the 
motion with 


129 against it.

tor and it was reported to the com- 
mittee on .retrenchment arid reform. 


House -bill No. 219, an act relating 


to mileage books, .was reported inex- 
pedient by .the judiciary 
committee, 


but on. motion or Mr. Malloy of Gor- 
ham the measure was recommitted. 


The ways and means committee re- 


ported favorably in a new draft the 
bill creating 
a tax 
commission of 


three members, to serve for one year 
after December, 1907. 
It was read 


twice and tabled for'printing. 


lAI new bill was reported 
by the 


committee on national affairs, mak- 
ing May 13, 1907, the 300th anniver- 
sary of the landing of Kn-glish fict- 
tlers at Jamestown, a legal holiday. 
After being read twice, the 7neasure 
was tabled' to lie printed. 


The Mil amending the public stat- 


utes in regard to the taxation of sav- 
ings banks was reported favorably in 
a new draft by 'the 
committee on 


banks and it was ordered 
to the 


table to be printed. 


Numerous bills relating 
to 
the 


liquor traffic were reported by the ju- 
diciary committee, « number of them 
Inexpedient. One inexpedient report 
on a bill relating to the location of 
saloons in 
reference 
to 
churches 


and schools was'-fjucstloned. 
A ma- 


jority of the House apparently fav- 
ored -the adoption of the report, but 
the hill was finally made a special 
order for today. 


•Bills relating to minors falsifying 


their ages in ordeixto secure liquor 
and providing for jury..trials for

ce tiseeo accused of

were 


killed. 


An net providing for a recount of 


license votes on petition oJ ten Icgnl 
votors was reported favorably Jn a 
now draft. 


Another bill killed was one provdd- 


Ing lor better enforcement 
of 
the 


laws in no-license places. 


An act amending the laws in rela- 


tion to notices not to sell liquors to 
habitual drunkards was 
tabled lor 


printing, as was a bill allowing the 
license commissioners, at their dis- 
cretion, to grant victuallers' licenses 
in any territory. 


The bill relating to the liability of 


a surety on the bond of a licensee 
was 
.reported 
inexpedient. 
The 


same report was presented 
iu 
the 


case of .the bill relating to the time 
of voting on. the 
liceuse 
question. 


The measure relating to the drinking 
of liquors in public places and con- 
veyances also fell a victim to the bill 
killer. 


Another toll! relating ito minors fal- 


sifying their ages 'was favoraby 
're- 


ported lu a new draft and tabled for' 
printing. 
This ibill provides for a 


fine of ten dollars for the 
first of- 


fense and of ?50 for the second of- 
fense. 


Inexpedient was the report on the 


bill allowing towns to change their 
votes on the license question. 


House bill No. 323, .relating to the 


sale and delivery of liquors lu certain 
cases, was favorably 'reported 
and 


finally passed. 


An act to provide for the cleansing 


of cans and receptacles used iu the 
transportation of milk and cream was 
finally approved by the House. 


The Wll authorizing the 
convey- 


ance of the Stratham-Ncwfields

bridge to Rockingham county was re- 
ferred to the delegation from

About Five Thousand in tho Statej, 
; 
Host of Whom Get Govern- 


ment Aid.

The state of New York has had for 


luors than a century "mi Indian quus- 
tiou," but so judiciously has New York 
handled It that few persons arc awaro 
ol U-.'j f':c-t thut there arc more thaa 
5,000 Indians living on reservations iu 
this state, maintaining tribal relations 
without controversy, dispute or disor- 
der. 
The new ceusus shows the nuin- ( 


l)er of such Indians on reservations to 
L-e exactly 5,000, of whom 1,472 are In 
ihc Cattnraugus 
reservation 
in 
tho 


•western part of the state, 1,200 are on 
Iho St. Regis reservation in Franklin 
ojunty, fronting on the St. Lawrence 
river, and 225 in tho Onoiidaga reser- 
vation of 7,300 acres near the city of 
Syracuse. 


Twenty years ago the number of In- 


dians on reservations in New York 
suite was 4,800. Thirty years ago It 
V.T.S 4,707. 
Forty years ago it 
was 


•),13D. Fifty years ago it was 3,034. In- 
ijt.end of Now YoT'k Indians on reser- 
vations dying out they appear to bo 
increasing. 


The Indians on the Cattaraugus and 


.Allegheny reservations receive an an- 
nuity from botli tlie state and federal 
lii'Vernwicnls. Tho Indians on the St. 
Heals reservation get an annuity from 
tho scale only. 
Tho Tonawaiula In- 


dians, who number 500 and who havo 
a reservation of 7,500 acres not far 
ironi Buffalo, receive for their sup- 
port what Is known as the "wood tnx," 
which Is paid by thoso who occupy any 
of their lands. The Onondaga Indians 
.get an annuity from Lho United States 
government under a treaty made with 
It, and they got an annuity also from 
the stato, In addition to which they re- 
ceive a certain amount of salt each 
year—In part compensation for their 
surrender to tho state of lands now 
dn use for salt works near Syracuse. 


The stato of Now York pays to In- 


dians on reservations about ?8,000 u 
year In annuities, in addition to Hucli 
i:mounts as come to them for relief or 
for the maintenance of-Indian schools.
